Lutheran Pastor's Contention

Palestine. travelling in ship 
with German-Jewish refugee passen- 
gers. In 1950 he visited: Israel at the

BANK LEUMI LE-ISRAEL’S 


PROGRESS

HE Bank Leumi le-Israel was 
formed exactly 50 years ago as 
the Anglo-Palestine Company 
which in 1931 changed its name into 
the Anglo-Palestine Bank. Since 
the formation in May, 1948, of the 
independent State of Israel it had 
been felt that such an important 
concern should not be carried on by 
a company registered in England 
and having the standing of a foreign 
company in its own country. There- 
fore, by an exchange of stock, the 
new bank came into being on 
May |, 1951, but virtually it was no 
more than a change of name. How- 
ever, though the balance-sheet is 
drawn up pursuant to the English 
Companies Act, 1948, the figures no 
longer represent pounds sterling but 
Israeli pounds.

Reports: from Beirut. about the 
recent meeting of certain Arab League 
delegates in “Damascus have 
some surprise in Official Israeli. circles.

The monarchist-fascist 
rulers of Bulgaria encouraged the 
formation of pseudo-patriotic 
organisations, preaching race dis- 
crimination and hatred against the 
Jews. There were no specific antl- 
Jewish laws, but secret polace regu- 
lations were introduced, which 
hindered the advancement of Jews, 
barring their admission to Govern- 
ment and military offices and to 


scientific work. 3 
Uinobstructed by the police and. 


often encouraged by them, fascist 
hooligans attacked Jewish homes 
and. stores. smashed windows, tore 
down signs. The majority of the 
Bulgarian people, however, did not 
take part in these excesses against 
the Jews. They regarded . anti- 
semitism as a short-lived madness 
and remained friendly towards the 
Jews, Between 1923 and 1925 many 
Jews died in the struggle against the 
fascist. régime. They

ure not those of the Board as a whole. This

LACK OF MINISTERS 


We referred recently to the recruitment 
and training of ministers as being among the 
problems confronting the CHIEF RABBI. The 
problem is grave enough, and so apt to be 
ignored that some special mention Is called 
for. It happens that the shortage of clergy 
also affects the Church, and the ARCHBISHOPS 
or CANTERBURY and YorK issued a pastoral 
letter on the subject which was read in 
Anglican churches very recently. They call 
attention to the fact that whereas the Church 
of England had 18,000 ordained clergy in 
1914. in 1939, despite an increase in popula- 
tion. there were only 14,000; and that 
whereas in 1939, when numbers had already 
dwindled, 589 clergy were ordained, ten years 
later the figure was only 413. Comparable 
statistics are not available for the Jewish 
community because (though to a less extent 


to-day than before) our congregational life 


can be conducted informally and no record 
exists, for example, of the number of, rab- 
banim who used to serve East End shools. 
But the: shortage of ministers affects us, if 
anything,more acutely than the churches,and 
it is interesting to see how far our, problems 
run parallel with theirs. Popular interest has 
turned away from Bible and theology, and 
switched to the sciences and humanities, and 


this undoubtedly affects the minds of poten-_ 


tial recruits to the ministry. The State has 
made the educational! ladder easier to climb, 
and to the poor the ministry no longer offers 
unique opportunities of escape from a 
proletarian existence. The Synagogue does 
not offer quite the exiguous stipends that are 
often lamented in the Church, and_ the 


elimination of the leisured classes, who used: 


to send their sons into the Anglican ministry, 
means that men who would be unaffected by 
this exiguousness will not be forthcoming. 
On the other hand, it appears that the Church 
can still appeal to a sense of vocation which, 


we begin to fear, it is more difficult now to 


find in the Anglo-Jewish community. For 
generations we found it easy to count on a 
love of Torah (and a lack of alternative out- 
lets) brought with them by immigrants from 
the East. Jews’ College gave them some polish 
and taught them the technique of their trade, 
but our synagogue managers felt able to turn 


down proposals for ministerial training of.a- 


genuine university character, The community 
has yet to awake to the fact that those days 
are Over. It must see the need for adequate 
training facilities and be prepared to pay for 
them. But that 1s by no means enough. 
[here must be a ruthless examination of all 
those factors which, even though they may 
leave synagogue organisation intact, cause 
the spirit of synagogue life to wither and 
decay. 


‘MANCHESTER YESHIVA 


THE celebration of the 40th anniversary 
of the Manchester Yeshiva is an event. of 
significance both to local Jewry and to the 
wider community. Its the traditional func- 
tion of the Yeshiva, which has such a time- 
honoured place in Jewish history, to train 
not only professional teachers of Judaism 
but also to provide a religiously educated 
laity; And in this regard, it is worthy of 
notice that many of the present leaders of 
Manchester Jewry-—-clergy and laity alike— 
received their religious education: at 
institution. Started in-humble surroundings, 
its present extensive: premises in Seymour 
Road, Higher Crumpsall, were consecrated 
in. 1936 by Rabbi Dr. Isaac now 
Chief Rabbi of Israel. Much.of its suecess 
was due to the pioneer work of the late 
Rabbi -M.:.-1.. SEGAL, who was 
Principal trom 1913 until his death in 1949. 
The traditions which he established are now 
being continued. by his. son,. Rabbi I. .W. 
SEGAL, Who was inducted as Principal in 1950 
by Dayan I. ApramMsky. Jn the field. of 
rabbinic scholarship. this institution now 
enjoys a fine reputation both here and in 
other lands. Its friends and supporters are 
constantly striving to add to its activities and 
amenities, that it may" hold its" proper 
place in the Anglo-Jewish educational 
system. With the destruction of the once 
famous Continental Yeshivot, they feel that 
this, country has an additional. responsibility 


for the transmission and development. of 
the specific traditions of Talmudical Jearn- 
ing which the Yeshiva seeks to promote. 


As well as in Manchester, the -Yeshivot 
in London, Staines, Gateshead, Liverpool, 
Leeds, Sunderland. and Glasgow are among 
those which are devotedly pursuing their 
religious work.

MR. ELIEZER KAPLAN 


Deputy Premier of Israel 


‘Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Deputy Premier 
and former Finance Minister of Israel.

M. S. GRUMBACH 


French Socialist Leader 


i Salomon Grumbach, who died 
in Paris on Sunday at the age of 68. 
was One of the outstanding leaders of 
the French Socialist Party. 

Born at Rastatt (Haut-Rhin). of an old 
Alsatian family, Grumbach was still in 
his “teens when he made his first public 
address, condemning German militarism. 
He went to live in Paris and there became 
a contributor to L°'HUMANIT®. under the 
editorship of Jean Jaurés. During the 
First World War he served. as the paper's 
correspondent in Switzerland. 

After the war, on his return to Paris. 
he became a member. of the executive 
of the French Socialist Party, whose 
representative he was on the Socialist 
International. From 1934 up to the out- 
break of the Second World War he wis 
French delegate to the League of Nations. 

He had a distinguished Parliamentary 
career, with interruptions, from 1928 to 
1948, serving before and after. the last 
war as Vice-President and the President 
of the Parliamentary Commission © of 
Foreign Affairs. 

In 1940, after the fall of. France. be 


was arrested, together with Georges 
Mandel. Léon Blum, Jules Moch, and 
other French-Jewish political Jeaders. 


After eight months’ imprisonment he was 
placed with his wife; Mme Wally Grum- 
bach, under house arrest in the South of 


France, but in. November, 1942, they 
escaped and joined the Maquis, 
When the Liberation: came and sur- 


vivors of Easiern European Jewry sought 
refuge. in) France, Salomon Grumbich 
used alk his influence to ‘help those who 
were in trouble.

Teachers’ Opinion 
ro the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
From Miss BEATRICE BARWELL

The problem of the backward. child 
needing special care and attention must te 
brought. into the open in order that the

THE PLAYING OF 
HATIKVAH 


Anthem of “ Foreign 
State ” 


To the Editor of Tur JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.-While not wishing to bring 
repetition to your columns by prompting 
another discussion on the use of 
Hatikvah, | do feel that the time has 
come when this subject might be use- 
fully brought: before the public once 
more. 

In putting forward the view that the 
playing of Hatkvah at the conclu- 
sion of a public function is now both 
obsolete and, from a quasi-legal point 
of view, decidedly incorrect, 1. should 
first like to make it quite clear that | 
am not anti-Zionist, anti-Israel, or fort 
that matter an assimilationist. I make 
special mention of this as such charges 
are . normally levelled one who 
attempts to advocate this point of view, 

Prior to the establishment of the 
Siate. of Israel Hatikvah was correctly 
said to be the anthem of. the Jewish 
peopic, and exception was not therefore 
taken to’ its. being played at the same 
time as our own National Anthem in 
this. country. Now, however, Hatik 
vah is the National Anthem of a foreign 
Siate, for while nearly all Israelis are 
Jews. by no means. all Jews are Israelis 
I might also add that I do not disagree 
with the recitation of the Prayer for. the 
State of Israel nor with the toast to 
Israel, for [ would submit that these are 
mere expressions. of . sympathy | and 
interest which we..~as Jews, naturally 
fee! for the: new State. 

It does, -however, seem to me. that 
there can be no convincing case made 
out for the playing of the Israch Anthem 
at gatherings in this country, any more 
than one would accept the playi ng of 
the Marseillaise or the Star-Spangled 
Banner. Indeed, it would be. very 
interesting to have some official com- 
ment upon the matter: from the Chict 
Rabbi's office.

FRENCH REVOLUTION AND JEWRY 


Not Responsible for 
Emancipation 
By a Jewish Chrenicle Reporter 


The French Revolution was not in 
itself responsible for Jewish 
tion said Dr. A; Saltman, Lecturer 
in Medieval History, Birkbeck Col- 
lege, London, when he spoke on "ae 
Quatorze Juillet-—the French Revolu- 
tion and Jewish Emancipation,” at a 
meeting held by the North and East 
London branch of the Young People's 
Committee of thé J.N.F.,. at 141, 
Vicarage Road, E.10, the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. M. Winkel, on Monday. 

A revolution, said the speaker, does 
not create any social force ; it merely 
brings to a climax those trends already 
in existence. That was how. he viewed 
the French Revolution. [The great per- 


sonalities of that. Revolution——Robes- 
pierre, Danton, Marat, and others 
were not interested in Jews, Almost 


the first event. after the Revolution 


was a pogrom in Alsace. 


Chmieinicki Pogroms 

Speaking about the beginnings — of 
Jewish emancipauion, Dr. Saltman. gave 
the turning point an Jewish history a8 
1660, when the Jewish population, as the 
result of: terrorism: and massacre cul- 
minating in the Chmielnick: pogroms in 
Poland of 1648. was reduced to its lowest 
ebb. From 1648 to 1880, when no such 
massacres took place, there was a remark- 
able expansion in the Jewish population. 
This was also the -result of improved 
economic conditions. 

Dealing with the age of rationalism Jn 
the. eighteenth century. Dr. Saltman 
guoted from Voltaire. and others 
to illustrate “that whatever their attach- 
ment. to freedom of thought their philo-

CIVIL DEFENCE 
IN ISRAEL 


By JULIAN MELTZER 


JERUSALEM | 
NHABITANTS of a. certain 
quarter in Northern Jerusalem 
had a series of exciting experi- 
ences the other day which were 
reminiscent of less auspicious times. 
They were regaled, if that ts the 
right word, by a realtstic version 
of an air attack on a civilian 
community. The siren gave warning 
of approaching aircraft, and this 
was followed by street explosions. 
Civil Defence wardens ran from 


their posts to the stricken area, first- 


aid and rescue parties hurried into 
action.. and a fire engine and a 
Magen David Adom 
came tearing along the thorough- 
fares to the scene of the “ incident. 

It was all hugely enjoyed by scores 
of enthralled children who happened 
to be having their mid-morning break 
in the playground of the neighbour- 
hood school. and who-—with the 
sapience of the young-—proffered 
comments and personal observations 
which were at times not entirely flat- 
tering to the perspiring middle-aged 
men taking part in the operation in 
the broiling forenoon heat. More 
balanced observers assigned to the 
exercisé by the Israeli Defence Army 
staff were not as caustic as the 


juvenile onlookers, but were none the 


less critical of a number of aspects 


which, in their judgment,.did not go 


entirely according to plan. 


Air-Raid Exercises 
The writer took part in the mock 
air-raid defence exercises in the seden- 
tary capacity of an area headquarters 
officer. Together with a large number 
of other men in the over-40 age group 


he had been called up for the annual — 


fortnight’s service in Atudot, or the 
Army. Reserves, Israel's equivalent of 
Britains “ Z” men, 


None of the reservists knew what 


they were being let in for when they 
turned up early one morning at an 
Army base camp somewhere in 
Jerusalem, to be issued with uniforms, 
cots. and other kit. It was. a motley 
gathering of nearly 100 middle-aged, 
and mostly portly, men of various 
stations in local life. Perhaps the word 
“motley” is a musleading term; it 
would be more appropriate to 
describe them as a_ representative 
cross-section of the Jerusalem com- 
munity. 

There were merchants and trades- 
men, teachers, senior Government 
officials, a leading architect, a couple 
of newspapermen, a builder, a univer- 
sity lecturer a plumber, a well-known 
educationist, a banker, and a. promi- 
nent manufacturer, to specify but a 
few. The writer's own 
included the director of a 
public institution, a grocer, a univer- 
sity lecturer in educational method, 
the chief foreman of a shoe-manufac- 
turing corporation, and a municipal 
functionary. 

Part of Defence Army 

The exercises came as the culmina- 
tion of the first Civil Defence Corps 
course to be held in Jerusalem. The 
Civil Defence Service—Sheérut Ha’Hit- 
gonenut Ha Ezrahit—-has now become 
part of the Defence Army of. Israel. 
which has provided the top-ranking 
officers and the nucleus of reservists 
as regional and = area. staffs: the 
remainder of the large force has been 
enlisted from volunteers among the 
civilian. population, 

The fact that the Israeli Army has 
been asked by the Government to take 
over responsibility for the organisa- 
tion is in itself of the utmost signifi- 
cance, It is obvious that an 
Organisation...depending.. entirely 
voluntary enlistments cannot be as 
efficient as one with a highly trained 
professional core. The has 
earned a reputation for smoothly run- 
ning planning and execution which 
warrants its assumption of contro! 
over Civil Defence, The leaders and 
instructors of the new Civil Defence 
Corps comprise many former Hagana 
men. who were instrumental in orga- 
nising Jerusalem Jewry’s defence.
